Says Former Ambassador Luke

"Washington, Sept. 14.—"Not 
even 


respectable nonsense," was the way 
Former Ambassador Luke Wright, 
who has just returned from Tokyo, 
characterized war talk between the 
United States and Japan. The ambas- 
sador had a long talk with Acting Sec- 
retary of State Adee. Wright was in 
Japan when the announcement was 
made that the Atlantic fleet would be 
transferred to the Pacific coast. He 
said that the voyage did not stir offi- 
cial circles in Japan to adverse com- 
ment, as it ~as understood that the 
interests of the United States in Pa- 
cific waters made it natural for this 
government to transfer a part of its 
naval forces there. The San Francisco 
incident was not so peaceably viewed, 
Mr. Wright said, as the action of the 
school board in San Francisco was of 
an official character.

New York, Sept. 14.—Retail trade 


increases at the leading cities as the 
vacation season closes, says K. G. 
Dun & Company's weekly review of 
trade, and the opening of the fall 
lines is attended with the most satis- 
factory results.

with a request to make such changes 
as the commission may advise, and if 
such changes are not made within a 
reasonable time the commission shall 
apply by petition, to the interstate 
commerce commission for relief. This 
is the first formal complaint of this 
character filed with the commission.

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TBE WATER WORKS ISSUE. 


The same common sense 
busi- 


ness principles used in the transac- 
tion of private affairs should be em- 
ployed in 
dealing with 
municipal 


problems. 
Oftentimes politics, sel- 


fish interests, extravagance or don't- 
care-itiveness play the leading role. 


The people of Newark are con- 


fronted with a problem which may 
be solved on Monday, or it may. by 
the voters' decision, remain a vexed 
question to be finally settled at a la- 
ter day. 
The Advocate believes that 


the time to settle it is righ now. 


Newark must ha.T,e a water system 


—but shall the city have one or 


two? 


Which is the wiser thing to do — 


reject the proposition to buy the old 
plant and complete the new, or pur- 
chase the present water system and 
"tie it in" to the partly completed 
municipal plant? 


What would a first rate business 


man do under these circumstances if 
he were acting for himself and not 
for the city? 
Answer that question 


to your satisfaction and then 
vote 


accordingly on Monday. 


To the Advocate's mind it is clear 


that the thing to do is to get rid cf 
opposition if it is feasible to do so; 
in other words, buy the plant if the 
price is not exorbitant. 
But is the 


price too high ? How shall we tell? 


The water plant hps an intrinsic 


value and it has an earning power 
which possesses value as truly as do 
pipes and pumps and reservoir. The 
company's figures show a net earn- 
ing power of about 10 per cent, on 
the price asked of the city. The old 
plant might be reproduced for a less 
figure than $200,000, but that is not 
the question—it is worth many dol- 
!:::•<; to t!:o city of ?>'.var!: to get 
tlie old company out of the way and 
thereby divert the money now going 
into the company's treasury into the 
city's coffers. 


If the city plant is completed in- 


dependent of the one now 
serving 


the city, it will be a bidder for bus- 
iness, but how many private con- 
sumers will rip out the present ser- 
vice and take on the new just for the 
sake of making the change? Plumb- 
ing costs money and digging up one's 
premises is not to be desired. With- 
out private consumers, how is 
the 


city to pay interest on $COO,000 
or 


more of bonds, meet the running ex- 
penses of the plant anil keep up re- 
pairs? 


The water company will continue 


to supply its customers with water 
at as cheap a rate or cheaper than 
the city can furnish it. 


It is all very well for some people 


to tell the old water company to go 
to the woods or elsewhere, but 
it 


\\ill nol go! It will still be here do- 
ing' business at the ol dstand, and 
the people will be paying in increas- 
ed taxation for the privilege of put- 
ting out fires by water from a city 
plug instead of water from a pri- 
vately owned plug. The city will save 
$13,500 it annually pays for fire pro- 
tection, but figure out for yourself 
what it will lose on interest and oth- 
er expenses. 


These are plain facts that can be 


substantiated. 
The Advocate would 


like to buy the old water works for 
$50,000, if possible, but it believes 
that the plant ^nnot be purchased 
for a dollar less than $200,000, and 
in view of all the circumstances, 
it 


favors paying the 
price—for . the 


good and sufficient reason that 
it 


will mean money in the taxpayers' 
pockets to do so. It will settle 
a 


question which, if not decided now, 
will arise to bother the people for 
joars to come. 


Why did the Service Board, after 


wasting over a year's time in doing 
nothing, get busy so suddenly anid lay 
down 15 miles of pipe, as claimed, 011 
streets where the old pipes are laid, 
after the City Council had taken ac 
tioii providing for the people to have 


H cliKntce to vote on the question of 
purchasing the old plant? Why were 
not these pipes, or at least a portion 
of them, laid on other streets where 
there are no pipes and where pipes 
are needed? 


Municipal 
ownership of 
water 


works should be sane ownership. 


If the people of Newark only want 


one water works system in the city, 
instead of two systems rivaling each 
other in business, the only thing to 
do is to vote in favor of purchasing 
the present plant at the election next 
Monday. 


Mr. Veach makes a clr>ar .showing 


in his statement that ii the proposed 
new water plant is completed and 
attempted to be run In opposition to 
the present plant, the city \\ill suf- 
fer an annual deficit of $21.440 or 
more. 
This is the important fact to

If the people vote down the prop- 


osition to purchase the water works 
plant, it means there will 
be 
two 


systems in Newark, providing

1 have spent 
one-thiid ot my life time in managing 
this plant, and assisting in the gen- 
eral o\eisight ot other plants, but I 
have in that time 
learned that 
a 


lifetime's study is none too long to 
enable a niiiii 01 average ability 
to 


master the profession. 


Therefoie, 1 say to you who are to 


decide the question, "To buy or not to 
buy,'' out of the kindliness and good 
ieeling that I entertain toward you 
as my fellow citizens and out of what- 
ever of knowledge and skill 
1 may 


have acquired in my chosen profes- 
sion, that for at least two good r< u- 
sous you ousjht to vote "yen" on I hi" 
proposition. 


These reasons are: 
Fiist—It is the business thing to 


do. 


Second—It is the honest, just and 


square thing to 'do. 


If any one doubts the 
truth of 


these statements, I only ask that he 
bear with me long enough to learn 
the grounds upon which I baso them.

most unanimously and irrespective of 
party have declared themselves in the 
passage of the ordinance for purchase

known as The Newark Ohio Water 
Works Plant," etc. The City Coun- 
cil is legally, the business manager of 
the municipality and surely its conclu- 
sions resulting from a careful study 
of the conditions ought to have con- 
siderable weight. 
. 


Is it,not good business for the city 


to purchase? Is it not always profit- 
able to 
eliminate competition, es- 


pecially where you acquire the large 
net profits of a going concern in so 
doing? 


If the city buys, it will acquire a 


net annual earning sufficient to pay 
the entire yearly interest 
debt on 


$500,000.00, which amount would rep- 
resent the city water bond indebted- 
ness, including the $200,000.0u paid to 
purchase the present plant. This, in 
i'self, is a big element of vali"~ 
also means that the cost of opera- 
tion will be paid out 01 these same 
earnings and that municipal owner- 
ship will be self-sustaining from the 
start. 


Besides the income, the city gets 


first class reservoir 
capacity, 
thor- 


oughly time tried and tested; an ex- 
cellent modem filtration system 
of 


two million gallon capacity which, 
with natural filtration in the clear 
water well amounting to a half mill- 
ion more, can easily and inexpensive- 
ly be increased in capacity to \i 1-2 
million gallons daily 
the 
estimated 


expense of the extension being only 
$15,000.00. In this connection, I will 
say that the filter plant can be dis- 
mantled and sold for the amount of 
Mr. Chapin's estimate, and an offer 
has recently been made for 
similar 


property at as good a price; a power 
plant which can be utilized as a du- 
plicate system or dismantled and sold 
to advantage to one of the many small 
cities that are installing water works 
plants; lastly over thirty miles ot pipe, 
thoroughly seasoned and in practical- 
ly as good condition as the day they 
were laid. Upon this pipe sjstem are 
over 2,650 private consumers' taps 
yielding an annual revenue of 
over 


$20.000.00. 
The reservoir, filter and 


practically all of tne pipe system can 
be used to excellent advantage by ty- 
ing in with the present city system 
as constructed. 


It is s.iid that some fourteen miles 


of our system will be paralleled when 
the city plant is completed. A portion 
of this is necessary in order to es- 
tablish a larger circulating and re- 
inforcing system to furnisa adequate 
fire piotection to the outlying factory 
districts. The balance of it by being 
Kept in use will afford ideal service to 
private consumers, in effect providing 
a large main for fire protection and a 
smaller nv.in constantly circulating 
fresh and clearer water for private 
consumption. 


In 'his connection, I wish to say 


ihat almost all of the pipe which has 
been properly paralleled is small in 
diameter, so that the total value of 
this pipe according to the appraise- 
ment is comparatively insignificant. 


Let us look at the reverse side of 


the picture. Suppose Hie city does not 
buy.

To the Citizens of Newark— 


I have be^en requested to present 


the side of the opposition to the pur- 
chase of the Newark water plant, as 
may be seen by those opposed to the 
purchase. 
I regret that more time 


\VMS uot given in which to gather the 
the points, but will do the best 
can under the circumstances. 
The 


purchase of the Newark water plant 
at a price, at which the city of New- 
ark can use it, is another matter. 
That is not the question, but should 
It be bought 
at ?200,000? 
Is 
it 


worth the price to the city? 
The 


greatest argument that may be ad- 
vanced for the purchase at $200,000, 
is the securing of a going concern and 
the elimination of competition. 


Elimination 
of competition is a 


factor to be reckoned within private 
enterprises, and what for' Simply to 
maintain established prices, and 
to 


be in a position to raise them at will, 
and in order to do this, business in- 
terests pay a bonus or premium of 
thousands* ol dollars, expecting to be 
repaid by the consumer. 
A munici- 


pality is dittoiently situated. 
It en- 


ters the field of operating public util- 
ities, not primarily for the revenue 
it produces, out to operate it for the 
people, asking only a price sufficient 
to opei ate, maintain, and provide a 
sinking fund for the redemption of 
the bonds 
The object of the city In 


controlling their water supply, nar- 
urally produi es the same results as 
competition. Now as to the revenues, 
Mr. Veaoh shows that the net reve- 
nue to them other than the hydrant 
rental is $8658.43, let the city re- 
duce the price 25 per cent and what 
becomes of this net revnue? As the 
revenue decreases the value 
as 
a 


going concern falls, and the supposed 
income that is expected does not ma- 
terialize. 
At no time will the city 


reap above amount. 


Completing the municipal plant in- 


dependent of the present water com- 
pany, and having 
competition, the 


nlant can be operated for five years 
without a cent of income, and still 
be no worse off financially than had 
we paid $200,000 for 
the 
present 


plant, in order to secure the income. 
At the same time, competition has 
saved the individual consumer not 
less than 25 per cent of his water bill 
or in round numbers, 
$7000 
each 


year. This is the most extreme posi- 
tion that may be taken, because the 
municipal plant will secure revenue, 
the company has more to fear of the 
competition than the city of Newark. 
Does it occur to you that in paying 
$200,000.00 the city is paying aboutl 
$S 3.500 00 more than to complete the 
new plant, or in other words, the city 
is- paying ten times their net revenue 
to ?et rid of them.

when her communications have invar- 
iably opened -with the business-like 
"Dear Sir."

ET the very best •wicks, soft,' of 


I 
loose, rather coarse triesh, and 


' 
big enough to fill the burners 


without any crowding or packing. A 
wick- too small' admi£s air into the oil 
tank, thus setting- up 
vaporization. 


Further, It leaves a space for the pas- 
sage of flame downward if a lamp is 
Improperly 
blown out. The 
proper 


way, be it said, is across the flame, 
not from over-head. 'Buy, in bunches, 
wicks of sizes to fit every lamp in the 
house. Put all the bunches In a porce- 
lain kettle, cover them with strong 
vinegar, bring the vinegar to a boil, 
and set -where the kettle will keep 
warm for three' hours. 
Drain out the 


wick-bunches, 
dry 
thoroughly, a'nd 


keep away from dust. 
Wicks thus 


soaked and kept clean, both 
before 


and after going in the burner, almost 
never smoke. 


In use trim the wicks once a week, 


but always very lightly and evenly. 
taking off the snuff—the burned part— 
but never any charred wick. 
Some 


excellent housekeepers, indeed, never 
put 
scissors 
upon a 
wick. Instead 


the}- turn the wicks up an inch, then, 
with a coarse cloth held over thumb 
and forefinger, rub and pinch off the 
snuff. 
Whether cut or pinched, the 


main thing is to leave the wicks with- 
ovrt tag-ends or jagged places. Tag- 
ends and .jags mea« always smoked 
and broken chimneys.

EITHER garret nor (cellar'should 


be, as it too often is, the priv- 
ileged abode of disorder. 
Both 


should be cleaned half-yearly, in

deed, cannot begin in a better place 
than the garret, since, before it ends, 
a good maiy things' arg likely to be 
sent there. Unless the garret is hope- 
essly 
cluttered, 
give it 
a "coat of 


vhitewash every spring. 
It need not* 


be emptied; simply set things aside 
while going over one end, finish it, 
ilean the floor, and cram everything 
nto it, while the other end is made 
'resh. 


Keep garret windows open, but fully 


icreened. all through the "hot weather. 
A. frill 
(Sf cheese-cloth tacked to 
the 


op of the screen-frame lets in air 
ilentifully. and keeps out much dust. 
n spite of it, enough dust will get 
hrough to make a monthly sweeping 
rorth while. No house can be daintily 
lean with a reservoir of dry dust at 
he top forever sifting down. 


Garrets are made for keeping things 


—but not all things. 
Old shoes, for 


example. 
Bury, burn, give away, or 


sell them. With a single tree at hand 
it is sinful to keep the shoes out of 
the ground. 
Put them at least two
